Notwithstand- 
ing the forbidding appearance of 
things on the surface, the speaker 
considered this a bright day, because 
it immediately preceded the breakin 
through of the light of liberty an 
truth in greater brilliancy than ever. 
The righteous had nothing to fear, 
but the wicked bad great reason to 
do so, as the Lord had said through 
His prophet that He would visit the 
latter with swift and terrible judg- 
ments. The Saints should renew 
their faithfulness, and keep out of 
their hearts every feeling of ani- 
mosity toward their enemies.

been the happy lot of the speaker not 
to suffer much tribulation. He had 
grown to manhood since the arrival 
of the Saints in this part of the world. 
He had been taught in the principles 
of the Gospel from infancy, and they 
had become part of his life. The Lord 
had done him the honor to give him 
a witness of their correctness, and he 
had looked upon them as above price. 
When hearing his brethren speak 
upon them, they awakened glorious 
reflections in his mind. They had 
been revealed for the benefit of man- 
kind, that they might have an assu- 
rance concerning themselves and their 
approval by their heavenly Father. 
It was a matter of surprise that so 
few people understood them. We 
have, indeed, cause for rejoicing that 
our minds have been ready to accept 
of those truths, and to direct our 
minds in accordance with them. The 
speaker had never been taught by the 
Iders any principle but had been 
sustained by the Scriptures and by 
natural laws. If we fully obey them 
there is no need of offense against 
any one. They teach love, forbear- 
ance and kindness to all, and the good 
we can do to our fellows will result in 
good to us. This is the character of 
the Gospel. In the heat of contro- 
versy we may not be as considerate 
in relation to the views of others as 
we should be, but this was no part of 
the Gospel. When the Elders were 
sent out, they were instructed to be as 
conservative of the religions of others 
as possible, and to confine themselves 
to the declaration of the pure princi- 
ples of truth as revealed in the sys- 
tem they had espoused. Perhaps this 
teaching had not been adhered to as 
closely as it should have been. It 
was not good to create in the breasts 
of those to whom we preach the Gos- 
— a feeling of combativeness. There 
been no necessity for the Elders 

to assume a spirꝶ of aggressiveness, 
but rather to carry the spirit of con- 
ciliation and kindness. e faith of 
the Gospel should be declared in sim- 
licity: faith in God, in His Son 
esus Christ, in baptism by immersion 
for the remission of sins, and the lay 
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ing on of hands for the reception or 
— rting of the Holy Ghost.

concerning us. They saw us standing

There had 
grown up much laxity in the world in 
reference to the latter requirement. 
It was required by the Lord, how- 
ever, that we walk in the light of 
moral purity.

They were 
manifestations of the fact that God 
is in this work. 

It has been imagined that forces 
could be brought to bear upon the 
Saints to eliminate from their hearts 
the love of the work with which they 
are identified. This can never be 
done. It is impossible. It is every- 
thing to the people, and they will be 
willing to suffer all things for its sake. 
Victory will perch upon the banners 
of Zion, for this is the promise of the 
Lord to His people. e may, how- 
ever, be called to pass through many 
trials before that condition shall ar- 
rive. But every ordeal will redound 
to our — and prepare us for that 
which lies in the bosom of the future. 

Elder F. A. Hammond, President 
of San Juan Stake, addressed the con- 


ation. He felt repaid for his 
labor and effort in getting here to 
attend Conference. He had been 


laboring for about two years in San 
Juan County, in the south-eastern 
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portion of Utah. He had had no de- 


sire to return until it was time to 
come to Conference. He referred to 
a mission he performed to the Sand- 
wich Islands. The Elders were on 
one occasion engaged in blessing each 
other. A prominent Elder promised 
him then that he would be a blessing 
and consolation to those among whom 
he labored. He hoped to fulfil this 
prediction. As he entered the city 
recently, and beheld the beautiful 
Temple rearing its walls and turrets 
to heaven, he was impelled to ex- 
claim, What hath God wrought!” 
This feeling was intensified by his 
recollection of the earliest settlement 
of this valley. The transformation is 
most wonderful. God would never 
forsake His people, but would bless, 
multiply and increase them. The 
speaker said he embraced the Gospel 
in San Francisco in 1847, he being 
then a full grown man. Prom his 
experience he was impressed with a 
feeling of charity for 2 whom 
we sometimes call Gentiles. He then 
related some incidents concerning two 
Elders who visited his native village 
in the Eastern States, when he was 
about eleven years old, on which occa- 
sion he heard the first Gospel sermon 
preached by Latter-day Saints. His 
next meeting with the brethren was 
in San Francisco, as before stated. 
He gave un account of his early ex- 
perience in the Church, the discovery 
of gold in Oalifornia, and other mat- 
ters of historical interest.

The principles 
of “ Mormonism,” as the world are pleased to call it, are those that will yet 
govern the world, because they are everlasting—-they emanate from God— 
they are the doctrine of the Father and will endure forever, because they are 
planted by Him, and will not share the fate of those which are not, that 
Christ referred to when he said: “ Every plant, which my heavenly Father 
hath not planted, shall be rooted up.” The Father is certainly capable of 
performing His own work. 

So far as the “downtrodden women of Utah” are concerned, according to 
the testimony of this excellent lady, it is not the Mcrmons” who are guilty 
of this grave offense, for their action is the opposite, they believe in “ pro- 
ducing life, and sustaining it nobly; truly honoring wives and establishing 
homes,” and she further says: . 

No people now on the earth are so happy, pure, free, virtuous, upright and brave, 
honoring and fearing God with praize and thanksgiving in their hearts, as true Latter- 
day Saints good men, loved and honored wives, and protected in their homes. 

This is not the kind of character to trample upon the rights of women, but 
the very opposite, and is the result of adopting the perfect principles referred 
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to by the lady. The facts of the case are, the women of Utah are suffering 
from the passage of an infamous unconstitutional law in the which the gov- 
ernment is guilty of trampling upon the rights of the women of Utah, and 
doing in reality what the “ Mormons” were falsely accused of doing, as the 
following results of the law will prove: 

The women of Utah have been robbed of the franchise—the right to vote 
—which was given them by the “ Mormons.” 

A strong effort has been made, in violation of the commandment— What 
therefore God hath joined together, let not man put asunder,” to force the 
men who are their husbands and the fathers of their children to repudiate 
them—to separate men, wives and childrea—to part them from the men 
whom they love and by whom they are beloved, and whom they have chosen 
to be their companions for time and eternity. 

Hirelings of the government and “spotters” make complaints against 
them, and they are dragged against their will before juries and courts to be 
compelled to testify against their husbands for the purpose of separating 
them, either by their husbands repudiating them and promising to cast them 
off, or to be separated by their husbands being regarded as convicta, cast into 
prison, treated as malefactors and despoiled in fines and costs, taking from 
their families the hard earned money that should be used for the food, rai- 
ment and education of themselves and children; and this is the way the 
women are “ downtrodden.” | 

Any one can easily see from the article we publish where the wrong is 
done, and how keenly it is felt. The lady is by no means alone in her utter- 
ances. Similar expressions are written from other parts of the Territory 
through the pages of the Woman’s Haponent, protesting against the action of 
the government and the infringement of their rights. 

This crusade against the Saints has been pushed with a great deal of vigor 
and vindictive hate. Most of the brethren, when accused by their enemies 
before the Commissioners, have plead guilty to shield their wives and children 
from the indignities of the jury and court rooms, and when asked by the 
judges, before passing sentence, if they would promise to obey the law in 
future—that is, to repudiate their wives, break their sacred marriage vows 
and cast them off—have declined to make any such promise, preferring im- 
prisonment and fines to freedum and degradation. 

Had the women been dissatisfied, it would have required no intervention 
of the government, they could have rectified it themselves, as they can when 
necessary. But they do not wish to be separated. There is a mutual affec- 
tion existing between them that is eternal. This affection binds them toge- 
ther so much so that they prefer imprisonment or even death to separation. 


They understand the present crusade to be a religious persecution under 
the guise of law. Most of all religious persecutions of any note have alwavs 
been so conducted. In this case it is well known that the law was framed 
especially to insnare the Latter-day Saints. The vigorous speeches made 
against it by the statesmen in Senate and House, and it becoming a law 
without the signature of the President, showed how unconstitutional it was 
thought to be. The history of the bill, how it was produced and its passages 
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is a disgrace to those who manipulated it, only to be equaled by the manner 
it has been interpreted and enforced by the Federal judges in Utah. 

The senseless productions of the bookmakers who have written upon 
“polygamy in Utah,” have been the creation of their own imagination, suited 
to the prejudices of the unthinking, who are entirely ignorant of the philo-. 
sophy of marriage. The Latter-day Saints are unpopular. Unprincipled men 
and women recklessly palm upon the public the trash that is written against 
them; hence a great deal of prejudice is formed. The testimonies of the 
Latter-day Saints are more reliable, and the course that is taken by them 
prove they are not what they are so ridiculously represented to be. Men 
would not submit to imprisonment and fines, in the manner the Latter-day 
Saints are doing, if it were a sensual system. Lustful men and women do 
not approve of plural marriage, and are not very likely to attempt to practice 
it, or, if they did, it would only prove a failure, for lust kills love. Those 
who have understandingly entered into this form of marriage and have been 
taught of God, know the value of women too well to treat them with any- 
thing but respect and pure affection. There is no country under the sun 
where woman is better understood, moré valued, respected, beloved and 
appreciated, than in Utah, or where the Latter-day Saints dwell. If women 
have entered into the plural order of marriage, they have done so by their 
own free will and agency, because they desired it and wished to be associated 
with the man they loved for time and eternity, and to strive to live the 
higher and purer life that led to the exaltations in the kingdom of heaven. 
The reason why the Latter-day Saints bave practiced this form of marriage 
is because God has commanded them and they have been converted to it, 
upon the same principle that they accepted the worship of the Living and 
True God, the atonement, repentance, baptism by immersion for the remission 
of sins, the sanctification through the blood of Christ which follows the 
water, the laying on of hands for the reception of the Holy Ghost, the 
gathering, the doctrines of the literal resurrection from the dead, of tithing, 
baptism for the dead, or the eternity of the marriage covenant. Being 
taught of God they know these principles are true, and this is the secret of 
the success of “ Mormonism,” and why the world cannot understand it and 
so miserably misrepresent it. 

The integrity of the Saints, so astonishing to the world, is accounted for by 
the lady in the following manner: 

This despised people are in possession of principles, that the world might be truly 
proud to acknowledge and live by. The true Saint has confidence in himself, in his 
God and in his brethren, and they have more in each other than other people who know 
not God. 


This statement is the result of her experience of many years among the 
“ despised people,” and those who are acquainted with them best know how 
true is her testimony.

99 (Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 
Lily Langtry is a Utah property owner. 
Utah manufactures 400,000 lbs. of candy per year. 
A semi-weekly mail service is to be established between Frisco, Utah, and 


Taylor, Nevada. 
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The trial of A. H. Martin, for killing John H. Burton, has been set for 
Tuesday, November Ist, in the Third District Court. 


George A. Miller, of St. George, who was undergoing the execution of a 
sentence of twelve months imprisonment in the Utah Penitentiary for stab- 
bing Frank McNeill; has been pardoned by Governor West. He had served 
about half his sentence. 


The Rutherford Academy is the name ofa new building and school which 
has recently been erected in Springville, Utah Co., by eastern people. The 
Latter-day Saints have also taken steps to establish a denominational or 
church school, and expect to have it running within about one month. 


The Salt Lake City County Jail, when finished, will be one of the hand- 
somest structures of the kind in the Territory. The jailor's residence is in 
front, and is distinguished from the portion designed for the use of criminals 
by being built of dark red pressed brick. The whole is being handsomely 
trimmed with the Sanpete marble. 


A horrible accident occurred on Saturday, Oct. Ist, at West & Co.’s saw- 
mill, about twenty miles east of Franklin, Idaho, whereby one Frank Good- 
sell lost his life in a most horrible manner. It appears that he was fixing a 
belt on the engine that runs the pump, and by some means his jumper caught 
in the belt and he was revolved around the main shaft of the engine with great 
velocity until every bone in his body was broken. 


The Canara marble quarry, located six miles west of Nephi, is being de- 
veloped by Major Bradley, who is sinking down on the locations formerly 
made by Messrs. William A. and Enoch Clark. The quarry is now owned 
by the Canara Marble Company, with Lewis Marten as president, and Major 
Jas. Bradley secretary. This property is soon to be a resource of wealth and 
an enterprise that will prove a useful thing for Utab. 


On Wednesday, October 5th, a collision occurred on the Utah Central 
Railway, a few miles south of Draper, between a special train going south 
and a gravel train going north. The trains met in a curve about half a mile 
from the station, and before they could be checked collided with great force, 
badly wrecking two engines and a number of cars. Fortunately no lives 
were lost, although several of the workmen were badly bruised. 


A company has been organized ia Arizona, the object of which is to orga- 
nize colonies, and assist immigrants in finding homes in the San Simon, Sul- 
phur Springs, Santa Cruz and other places in the Territory. The company 
intends manufacturing a patent cement piping for sub-irrigatiop, and they 
have selected a vast field on which to operate. It is claimed that sub-irriga- 
tion is much more effective than surface flooding, and not more expensive.
